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The  I nternutional  Sunday 
School  Convention. 

In  many  respects  the  Interna- 
tional Sunday  School  Conven- 
tion, just  held  in  Denver,  Colora- 
do, was  a wonderlul  gathering. 
It  was  composed  of  representa- 
tives from  44  States  and  several 
Territories ; provinces  of  Canada, 
and  from  over  the  sea.  There 
were  delegates  from  25  different 
denominations;  but  all  intent 
only  upon  the  one  great  idea— 
the  conversion  of  the  children  to 
Christ. 

The  discussions  were  wholly 
unseetarian  ; the  jpbject  lxing  to 
get  .at  and  draw]  out  the  best 
methods  of  Sunday  School  work, 
and  to  remove  hindrances  from 
the  way.  Love  wps  practically 
the  watchword  ; unity  the  mani- 
festation and  the  Bible  the  foun- 
dation. If  there  jvas  a minority 
in  favor  of  leaving  oyt  the  tem- 
perance lessons,  it  was  too  small 
to  lie  heard,  and  it  was  quite  ev- 
ident that  abstinence  from  the 
use  of  tobacco  was  a ruling  sent- 
iment. No  quarter  is  to  be 
shown  the  saloon. 

The  singing  was  under  the  di- 
rection of  Excell,  who  drew  out 
the  vocal  powers  of  the  congre- 
gation. Everybody  seemed  to  be 
able  to  read  music,  and  dele- 
gates were  each  given  one  pre- 
pared by  Excell  for  the  purpose.
